BUILDINGS T0 BE 
REMOVED OR USED 
FOR PARK PURPOSES 


The Upland Planning Commis- 
sion in regular meeting last night, 
voted to recommend to the City 
Council that a permit be granted 
for the crection of housing facili- 
ties for Mexican Nationals in the 
“ast side, The recommendation 
also carried certain restrictions 
with a thought for the future, 
and with a willingness to help the 
Upland Lemon Growers assocta- 
tion meet an urgent need at this 
tme. ; 

It was the expresston of those 
present that some suitable ar- 
rangement could be worked out, 
whereby if the buildings were of 
a permanent nature they might 
be later converted for park use. 

The park location was favored 
as it is remote from other dweli- 
ings and thus reduces to a mini- 
mum any of the so called “bad 
features” {that -could develop 
where @ lange group of men arc 
housed. 

Members of the commission 
also emphasized that regardless 
of the type of buildings erected, 
they could be removed if the 
structures in any way interferred 





with the “Master Plan” to be 
set up for Upland. 
Mr. Frank Davis, chairmah, 


stated that the planning commis- 
sion, did not wish to enter into 
any of the other controversies re- 
garding the barracks which the 
Lemon Growers wish to erect, but 
believed that this suggestion 
might help solve the problem... 
It is a problem, Mr. Davis stat- 
ed, that can be worked out, and if 
the Lemon Growers are unable to 
buy suitable material for tempor- 
ary structures, there should be 
some understanding whereby 
builders can be repaid something 
for the structures left in the park, 
if the city can use the buildings.

Mr. Gibson stated it was a very 
fine meeting, and apparently with 
; complete harmony and approval of 
the program as a whole. County 
Highway Commissioner Howard 
Way explained the program in a 
general way. He assured those 
present that the program as yet 
dees not include permanent loca- 
tions except that of serving the 
state as a whole. 

_Ernest E, East, chief highway 
engineer for the Automobile Club 
of Southern California, explained 
that the program is designed for 
tne future, with an expectation 
that eventually California will 
have a population oi 35 millions of 
people, and wwe must have high- 
ways to handle the traffic. The 
program will be a system of free- 
ways with barricades dividing the 
traffic, and will be designed to af- 
ford fast travel from major points. 

The sponsors of the program 
vision such highways coming down 
the coast, with other connecting 
free-ways from inland points. 
Some have visions of two free- 
ways from San. Bernardino to- 
ward Los Angeles, with another 
north to W®akersfield, and one 
south toward San Diego.

Dr. Hansen Pictures Promising 
Future for China at Rotary 


In his second appearance be- 
fore the Rotary club, Dr. Vic- 
tor Hansen, Redlands, pictured a 
most promising economic devel- 
opment in China, at the close of 
the war. He spoke Wednesday 
noon with wives of the club mem- 
bers as guests. 

Dr. Hansen, for many years a 
professor of modern European his- 
tory and economics at the Uni- 
versity of Shanghai, and close stu- 
dent of trends and developments 
in the Far East, stated that the 
present war has already brought 
forth many developments, espec- 
Tnere has 
been a big decentralization of 
coast industries as well as® the 
increased development in the ag- 
ricultural secticns, he said. 

The people of China are not 
suffering to any great extent for 
want of food or clothing because 
of the war, as the masses have 
made big strides in production of 
these items since the start of the 
war, he said. <As a_ result 
China is gradually working to- 
ward the time when she can be- 
come self-sufficient. Prior to the 
war it was necessary to import 
some rice amd other items from 
Burma and India. Now China 
receives some food items from the 
United States, but imports are 
not as much as before the war, 
according to the speaker. 

VAST RESOURCES 


Dr. Hansen pointed out that 
China can and will become one 


of the richest sections of the 
world. Comparing .natural re- 
sources, China coal reserves are 


equal to about one-fifteenth as 
much as the United States and 
one-third of the Canadian reserve. 
China iron ore is estimated at 
about two tons per capita, as com- 
pared with 670 tons per capita in 
the United States. 

In comparing with Japan, Dr. 
Hansen explained that the Jap- 
anese do not have any iron, coal, 
tin or rubber of their own, and 
explained that, in his opinion, 
Japan felt she must gain posses- 
sion of a portion of thig material 


less than a third rate power. 
In the post-war period, Dr. 
Hansen visions a considerable in- 
crease in the volume of commerce 


[%o 


between China and the United 
States. Until about 1900, both 
European and American mer- 


chants looked upon China as a 
place to buy, but little or no ef- 
fort was made to sell foreign- 
made merchandise to the Chin- 
ese. Standard Oil Co. blazed the 
trails with it’s campaign to sell 
oil for the “lamps of China’, then 
tobacco interests, not American 
companies, successfully taught 
the Chinese how to smoke. How- 
ever, the crafty Chinese soon took 
over the tobacco business, and 
now virtually all tobaccos are 
processed and distributed by Chi- 
nese firms. In 1930, American 
money invested in foreign coun- 
tries was placed at approximate- 
ly 75 billions of dollars, of which 
only 200 millions were in China. 
Dr, Hansen stated that this figure 
has grown considerably since the 
1930 report was published. 

Dr. Hansen paid a high tribute 
to the banking system in China, 
stating it was just as efficient as 
the American system. 

In answer to the question re- 
garding the uniting of North and 
South China into one big nation, 
Dr. Hansen - stated that both 
groups were united on the task of 
fighting the Japanese, but pre- 
dicted it would be years and no 
doubt armed conflict /will be weg- 
ed before they will unite politic- 
ally and ecnoomcially, 

Dr. James V. Latimer, secre- 
tary of the Upland chamber of 
commerce, for many years engag- 
ed in Y.M.C.A. work at Hang- 
chow, was a member of the board 
and also a trustee of the Univer- 
sity of Shanghai where Dr. Han- 
sen has been teaching. Dr. Han- 
sen’s family left Shanghai in late 
1940, and .located at Redlands, 
where two daughters are now at- 
tending school. Dr. Hansen was 
later interned when the Japs took 
Shanghai, and was permitted to 

jreturn to the States on the sec- 
ond trip of the Gripsholm, arriv-
